One encouraging development has come out of | 
the suggestion for a revival of building in Chicago | 
through the coUjperation of building trades men in | 
a campaign of home construction.

$1,900,000 for new construction where the contrac. 
tor can show that the entire building cost will not. 
be more than 25 per cent above pre-war costs.

I have known of peo- 
ple who have lived with consumption for 
more than ten years. I have in mind a 
very prominent railroad man in the 
southwest who has been a consumptive 
for forty years. He, in spite of his in- 
firmity, is a very powerful and important 
member of society in his section, perhaps 
the most important in a range compris- 
ing several states. The secret is this: 
He has learned to live with his disease. 


I wish every consumptive could have 
a copy of “ Hints and Helps for Tubercu- 
losis Patients,” by Dr. Charles L. Minor 
of Asheville, N. C. This book of rules 
of less than 6,000 words has been pub- 
lished five times by the Journal of Out- 
door Life. That journal will reprint it 
ang sell it for 10 cents. It €an be pro- 
cured through local tuberculosis socie- 
ties. 

‘The first thirteen rules relate to rest. 
The rules for outdoor living are five in 
number, and go into minute détails, The 
advice is to stay out of doors at least 
eight to ten hours a day. One rule is

RAILROAD RATES,

| ple.J~What is the legal rate of railroad 
fare in this state? Do the railroads have 
to post up distances between given towns 
| On their lines? How will the public learn 
'if it is paying too high a rate or not?

Under the Ulinoie statute the rite is 2 cents 
Der mile. In the exercise of his war powers 
the president, through the railroad adminis- 
| tration, advanced the rate to 3 cents per mile. 
By virtue of the power given it in the trans- 
portation act, the interstate commerce com. 
mission increased the Illinois rate to 3.6 cents 
per mile, and the federal court enjoined Iili- 
nois authorities from interfering with the ex- 
‘ecution of the interstate commerce commis- 


sion'’s onder. 

‘The railroads do post tariffs naming dis- 
tances between towns on their lines. They 
also post freight and passenger tariffs naming 
the rates applicable over their lines and to 
these the public has access at all times,

successful flock owners. 


‘Range is. of fundamental importance 
if hatchable eggs are to be produced. 


The birds should at least be allowed 
free use of the runs during thexmating, 


laying, and brooding season. 

No matter how good eggs may ap- 
pear to be, the percentage of hatch 
will be low unless they are kept under 


favorable conditions: A poor hatch 
may be expected from ‘eggs held more 
than two weeks—nine or ten days is 
the limit with the best breeders. The 


germ inside the egg is kept in good con- 


dition where the room is faitly moist 
and well ventilated, with the thermom- 
eter around 55 degrees Fahrenheit.

The Chicago Trust 
company stands ready to lend thie 
sum to codperative groups of workers 
pee want to build homes by their 
own labor. This bank is the first ¢ 
offer a definite proposition to 
TRIBUNE'S suggestion that. workers 
homes. It 
is probable other Chicago’ banks Wil! 
-offer similar propositions. 
The writer’s suggestion of codper- 
ative home building as a partial rem- 


conditions has been criticized as an 
impossibility. The general basia of 
criticism was, first, that codperntive 
home building groups couldn't obtain 
sufficient money and at low enough 
rates; second, that workmen them. 
selves couldn't get together and reach 
agreement for helping: each other. 
_ Money for 2,008 Homes. 

But now, as a starter, a sum suf 
ficient to finance coéperative buihi- 
ing of at least 2,000 homes is avaiiabic. 
This is the bankers’ reply to the charge 
that they will not furnsh money. It 
is square up to the workers to say 
whether they want to build hornes on 


‘| the bankers’ terms and whether they 


can codperate. 

The offer of the Chicago Trust com- 
pany is a business proposition. Pros- 
pective borrowers must meet certain 
conditions.

Acidulated butter may be the foun- 
datiog for the sweet sour sauces which 
enhance many a vegetable as well as a 
meat. But it will be easier to make 
and use these if first the acidulated 
butter becomes a habit.
